Collisson, Pratt and Bury was 
appointed to draft the terms of reference to the judge and also to 
confer with Chief Justice Harvey as to the judge who will conduct | 
the hearing. They will report to a later meeting of council. 

The charter gives the council authority to have such an inquiry 
carried out.

The meeting of the Women's Uni- 
versity club, held in the Arts bulld- 
ing on Saturday afternoon, February 
11, was addressed by Prot. A. L. Bur, 
of the department of History at the 
University. In introducing the apeak- 
er the president of the club, Mrs, An- 
derson, explained that Prof, Burt was 
giving two lectures on the eubject, 
“The League of Nations;” this first 
lecture to deal with the historical 
background of the league, and the 
topic next month to be the league as 
it stands, the problems with which it 
deals, and the hopes for Its success. 
These addresess are very timely, as 
Prof. Burt has just been appointed to 
the auxiliary committee of the Asso- 
ciation of the League of Nations, 

At the outset the idea was empha- 
Sized that an intelligeat public opin- 
fon was the most important founda- 
ion for any unity of the powers. If 
the league of nations fatia, the reaaon 
will be found in the failure of public 
opinion, which with our modern 
democratic system directs our govern- 
ments, 

The relationship-of the league t 
the past is very important. It is the 
common idea that in the latter part 
of the last century there was a race 
of armaments which plunged the 
world into the worst war it has ever 
known; then by a natural reaction 
the league of nations was born. This 
is true, but it is only a small part of 
the truth. Any great human institu- 
tion with roots so short would have 
a life just as short. The league of 
nations is the natura! climax of a very 
long evolution, and this reaction from 
the late war is but one incident in a 
long and complicated development. In 
form it may be new, but in essence it 
is not. 

In referring to the essence of the 
league of nations the speaker made 
use of the figure, a State of Nature. 

organized society appeared 
there existed this State of Nature, in 
which every man’s hand was against 
his brother. In was replaced by the 
evolution of civilization based or 
common interests, common religions, 
and common. systems of morality. 
Civilization in a larger sense is the 
evolution of harmony not only be- 
tween human individuals, but be-j 
tween units of individuals. There has! 
been a very marked growth in the 
direction of such harmonic units, 
especially in modern times. The es- 
sence of the league, then, is a society 
where the units are groups of indl- 
viduals, living with each other, not In 
a estate of nature, but harmoniously. 

The idea of a larger unity is found | 
in germ in the conquests of Alexander | 
the Great, over two thousand years | 
ago. More than by the force of a 
conqueror the great empire was held/ 
together by a common language, com-)| 
mon political institutions, and the, 
foundation of Greek civilization. The | 
widespread unity lasted for centuries. 
The method by which it was accom- 
plished was military, and belonged | 
to the time, but the idea belonged to| 
all time. The Roman Empire simi-/ 
larly was made up by conquest, but! 
came to be 4 great ofganization of | 
peace and the idea inspired by it! 
stretched right across the Middle) 
Ages. Men could not think politically | 
except in terms of universal suprem- 
acy. Medieval papacy set forth the) 


‘idea of the pope as the successor of! 


the Caesars. To him international 
disputes were submitted and to him 
monarchs did homage. In epite of) 
the wars which were so frequent, the 
substance of the league of nations was! 
there in the organized central power.) 

The Reformation destroyed this} 
idea of a unity. Asa result of it we 
have our modern conception of sov- 
ereignty—authority that ie respons- 
ible to nothing outside itself. The 
basis of a cenrat] unly was gone, but | 
the modern world was saved from! 
chaos by a few writers of the time 
who advocated tacit or expressed 
agreement between the powers as a/ 
basis for maintaining order. Ex- 
pressed agreement thus became the 
basis of modern international iaw and 
the foundation of international rela- 
tionships, General consent has taken 
the place of the old idea of conquest 
for accomplishing the great end— 
peace. At first agreements between 
the powers were chiefly concerned 
with territorial settlements, but later 
they came to deal with politica) and 
economic questions. 

Ai the beginning of ‘the nineteenth 
century the Napoleonic wars brought 
the rest of Europe into a unity and 
gave birth to the First Concert of

ed the age of machinery and

nal trade. Also as a result of 
the Industrial Revoluion came vast 
improvements in means of commun!- 
cation and great geographical expan- 
sion. The powers came together in 
agreement to partition out the vacant 
spaces and to keep the peace of 
Europe secure. Inventions complicat- | 
ed the mechanism of war and in-) 
creased its expense, eo that nations 
wers eager to accept other ways out 
rather than the age-old one of strife. 
The nineteenth century was an age of 
arbitration culminating in The Hague 
conferences, the two most important 
international meetings the world had 
seen before the close of the late war.

Porridgs left from breakfast may 
be packed in greased cylindrica! bak- 
ing powder tins and covered.
